CIVIC STANDARDS 
A woman whose hou se needed painting b adly 
at one time, excited considerab le criticism among 
her neighb ors. She b egan to get discreet hints, 
su ggesting how regu lar painting makes a b u ild­ 
ing last longer and increases its sale valu e. 
She was somewhat impressed b y these hints, 
y et she delay ed and postponed. She told a neigh­ 
b or finally that she knew her hou se needed 
painting, b u t she was so fearfu l tha t the neigh­ 
b ors wou ld criticise any color tha t she wou ld pu t 
on, tha t she hesitated to do any thing ab ou t it. 
Possib ly those particu lar neighb ors were too 
mu ch inclined to pick flaws. Yet in the main, 
their idea was rignt, that people ou ght to con­ 
sider the effect that the condition of their homes 
has u pon the neighb orhood where they are lo­ 
cated. 
There are m any towns and locations where 
any thing seems to go. A m an may pu t u p an 
u gly b u ilding or allow his property to b ecome 
decadent, b u t no one seems to care or find 
fau lt. There is an easy going feeling tha t it is 
a kind of go as y ou please place, where any thing 
is accepted tolerantly , and where people can do 
ju st as they like withou t regard to its effect on 
the commu nity . 
Su ch a state of things may seem pleasant to 
indolent and careless people, b u t it checks pro­ 
gress. 
If it is proposed in a town to pu t u p an u gly 
or inadequ ate pu b lic b u ilding, pu b lic sentim ent 
shou ld demand something more appropriate. 
The people who allow their places to ru n down, 
shou ld realize tha t they inju re others as well 
as themselves b y su ch neglect. 
It wou ld b e a fine thing if every real estate 
owner in this commu nity cou ld look over his 


property critically b eginning this day , and see 
w hat renovations are needed to make it really 
attractive and an asset to the commu nity . He 
shou ld not merely b e satisfied with w hat will 
get b y , b u t shou ld ask if conditions conform with 
his ideal of w hat he wants his home town to b e. 


WALKING ON HIGHWAYS 
Pedestrians have a right to u se the highway s 
the same as au tomob iles or horse drawn vehicles 
b u t this right shou ld b e tem pered b y thou ghts 
of safety . 
Pedestrians shou ld reverse the ru le of “keep 
to the right“ and walk on the left side of the 
road, safety experts point ou t. By walking on 
the left side of the highway the pedestrian is 
facing danger and can avoid it mu ch easier. This 
ru le of walking to the left is m ost im perative at 
night when dazzling lights b lind the m otorist 
and render it impossib le to see pedestrians in the 
road. 
It is tru e tha t the m otorist has an ob ligation to 
perform on the highway and he m u st b e on the 
alert to see that he does no harm to pedestrians 
b u t the m an on foot has equ al ob ligations and it 
is u p to him to keep ou t of the way and to cau se 
no situ ation to arise which m ight imperil his 
life or the safety of motorists.
